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cation of the Crawford-AuSabie 
School District decided to bor- 
row money and put up relocat- 
ables to insure quality educa- 
tion until that time. Half-day 
sessions are being planned until 
the new building is ready. for 
occupancy November ist of this 
year. 

A record enrollment of 1850 
students is expected this fall, 
which will be an increase of 200 
over the school year just ended. 
According to all enrollment pro- 
jections the Crawford-AUSahle 
District will have a total enroll- 
ment of 2300 students in five 
years, according to Superinten- 
dent Joseph Stripe. 

Plans for a permanent build- 
ing will be started as soon as 
the relocatables are under way. 

Money for the relocatabijes will 
come from the sale of bonds 
which have been approved by 
ithe Municipal Finance Commis- 
sion. The bonds will be sold to 
the lowest bidder on July 13th | 
and paid back over a 6-year al 
iod. It will take approximately 
1% mills to retire the bonds. 

State law permits a school dis- 
trict to issue bonds and put the 
district indebtedness up to 5% 
of its assessed valuation, and 
levy the millage to retire the 
bonds, without a vote of the peo- 
ple.

T haven't seen much mention of it'in the daily 
press, or on network television, but a federal 
agency recently handed dewn a decision that 
promises to have considerabie impact on inivst 
Americans—if the implications of the decision are 
carried to their logical conclusions.

“Telling Polish jokes around the shop when 
there are Polish employees present is a violation of 
the Civil Rights Act, says the Equal Employment 
Opportunity, Commission,’ the story begins.

The Pole's tormenters, the agency said, also 
“laced other witticisms with vulgar ‘Polish’ names 
and generally derogatory remarks about his 
ancestry.”

AIR POLLUTION 

WASHINGTON — It’s not 
generally known but the hard 
fact is that NASA is very 
much involved in aeronautics 
research. That first A in 
NASA stands for aeronautics 
as you can see when we spell 
out National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 

It’s nat all astronauts. sat- 
ellites, spacecraft and rock- 
ets way out yonder. Much 
of NASA’s work is gutsy, 
down-to-earth stuff like air 
pollution for instance. This 
hardly seems a praper role 
for an agency with its eyes 
on the stars, but it is a prop- 
er role indeed for the space 
agency to be involved in the 
fight against pollution. 

So when Indiana Congress- 
man Richard L, Roudebush 
ana asked NASA officials recent- 
pen ly what exactly is NASA do- 
a ing on scientific research into 
control of poliution,: specifi- 
cally not soot, but the invis- 
ible pollution from aircraft 
that he understood is the 
dangerous porution for man, 
he wasn’t at all surprised to 
learn that NASA had at 
least a dozen anti-sir pollu- 
tion research projects under- 
way. Furthermore, these do 
not all relate to aircraft; 
some relate to automobiles. 

Much of the work is in 
the study phase, like that 
going on for NASA at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in Cambridge, 
Mass. There they are study- 
ing the motion of smoke and 


eer. “Sater MPI tinat teen ra 


nitric oxide formation under 


.conditions typicaliy found in 


aircraft turbine combustion 
engines. NASA has $50,000 
invested in this study alone. 

In another study vaiued at 
$300,000, the Department of 
Health, Education and Wel- 
fare is using NASA's ex- 
pertise in high temperature 
materials. This knowledge is 
being applied to the develop- 
ment of a thermal reactor to 
be attached to an automobile 
in place of the exhaust mani- 
fold. 

NASA has spread its re- 
search in anti-air pollution 
widely across the country, 
with universities, industry 
and NASA-owned and oper- 
ated laboratories all having 
a piece of the action. As we 
go to press there are some 
$750,000 worth of studies go- 
ing on in this area, 


Basie to the entire prob- 
lem of air-pollution from air- 
craft is the general trend to- 
wards higher flight speeds, 


which means higher temper- — 


etures and higher pressure 
ratios in the engines. Smok- 
ing tendency is made worse 
by an increase in pressure. 
What NASA seeks in its 
research is a marked im. 
provenient in aircraft engine 
performance that wil] yield 
a reduction in air pollution, 
while increasing the operat 
ing life of the combustors 
due to less heat and smoke. 

If we get an engine that 
gives off less smoke, why not 
an engine that makes less 
noise? Yes, NASA is work- 
ing on such an engine, and 
its working title—you guess- 
ed it—is the “quiet engine.”

Cost of the policy is $Z a 
month which is deducted from his 
pay. The person is covered as 


long as he serves on active duty. 


and for 120 days after discharge, 
During this later perind, the 
policy can be converted, at 
standard premium rates based 
on age to a permanent individual 
policy with any insurance com- 
pany participating in SGLI, even 
though under ordinary circum- 
stances ie veicran may be un- 
insurable. The low monthly cost 
of SGLI reflects the young age 
and above-average health of 
servicemen, and the fact that the 
government absorbs part of the 
program’s costs. Incidentally, the 
servicemen need not carry the 
insurance, or he can carry only 
$5,000 of it, if he wishes. The 


Dept, of Defense advises that the 


low cost of SGLI not be a 
“temptation to cancel or reduce 
any other life insurance,” but 
“regard it as a very inexpensive 
supplement to other policies.”

Any sailor who ventures onte Great 
Lakes waters will find that Michigan 
now has about 75 protected harbors or 
refuges with recreational boating facil- 
ities already constructed or under de- 
velopment. These harbors, typified by 
the one at Traverse City pictured 
above, literally dot this state’s Great 
Lakes shoreline as shown on this map.
